The danger of the locust invasion from the countries 
berdering on Israel is at its height. The locust settles there 
and covers quite large areas. We have today modern methods 
at our disposal for the rapid and efficient annihilation of 
both the larval and matured stages. However. in order that 
these methods meet with full success, we need the full co- 
operation of the public and in particular of the farmers. This 
assistance should be evinced through the following actions: 

Notification of the presence of locusts. Immediately on 
ebeerving locusts, either in the form of flying swarms or of
